1 . Claims 1 -5, 7, 9-1 5, 1 7-24, 26-35, 37-46 and 48-56 are allowed in view of 
amendments and Applicant's arguments (Applicant's Remarks filed 03/21/2012 and 
BPAI Decision). Particularly, the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a 
system or method for processing broadcast where "....periodically storing broadcast 
meta-data corresponding to each of one or more of the received plurality of 
perspectives of the program, said meta-data comprising at least time and/or offset 
information for each of the corresponding one or more plurality of perspectives; wherein 
identifying the first point in time in the first perspective comprises identifying a first offset 
in a stored file corresponding to the first perspective." as similarly recited in combination 
with other features with respect to independent claims 1,15, 20, 31 and 45
